"The plan." says Dr. Guiteras. "suggests 
for Cuba all the privileges now enjoyed 
by Canada. I cannot believe that such a 
plan is entertained by the United States 
government, and I feel that an appeal 
should be made to public opinion to pro- 
nounce itself against the consummation 
of such a sacrifice."

BLOOD POISON 


Powerful Brazilian Warships Become 


the Troperty of the United States. 


Washington, March 15.—A week's ne- 


gotiations closed Monday with the pur- 
chase by the navy department in Lon- 
don of the two fine cruisers built and 
building at Elswlck for the Brazilian 
government. Spanish ajrents had been 
striving to secure these ships. The 
United States flag will be hoisted over 
the new phlpa within a week probably 
and as soon as the crew can be put 
Aboard the AmaKonas she will start for 
the United States.

The two vessels will be extremely use* 


ful additions to the navy in either war or 
peace. In th« opinion of Secretary Lonsr. 
They are steel sheathed and coppered, 
with twin screws, and will be the first 
of the cruisers in our navy to embody 
that most useful feature of naval con- 
struction—sheathing; for which Chii-f! 
Constructor Hicfcborn has worked earn- ! 
estly for many years past. He finally 
succeeded In having some of the smaller 
gunboats constructed on this principle. 
The Amazonas is rated at 3600 tons dis- 
placement, with an indicated horse- 
power under natural draught of 7500.
